UCSB senior. Kevin Moran, was 
shot to death April 18 in another

When the earthquake cam e the 
children w ere able to run to the 
hills,” he said. 
The governm ent has estim ated 
30.000 people were killed by the 
quake that shook Northern Peru 
from the coast to the Amazon jungle 
and 
sent 
floods 
and 
landslides 
roaring down the Andes Mountains 
into cities in the valley. 
Rojo, 
visiting 
relatives in 
the 
valley, said he felt the quake while 
preparing to return to Lima. It w as 
followed 10 or 15 m inutes later by 
the landslide.

Hijacker with grudge captured 


WASHINGTON (UPI» -W it h a 
pistol in one hand and a straight 
razor in the other, an Arizona man 
with

Thursday 
and 
held

persons 
hostage for $100 million ransom. 
Eight 
hours 
later, 
the 
ordeal 
ended with a gunfight in the cockpit 
that left the pilot with a bullet in his 
stomach and the hijacker in FBI 
handcuffs. 
The 
hijacker 
was 
Auther 
G. 
Barkley, 
a 
former bakery truck 
driver, who politely had told the 
crew that once he got the ransom he 
was going to “ destroy the m oney 
and all the people on board. ” 
But all the passengers escaped 
harm, and Barkley w as hauled into 
court 
before 
midnight 
and 
was 
jailed without bond. Capt. Dale C 
Hupe, the pilot of the three-engine 
Boeing 727 was recovering today 
after surgery showed the wound was 
not serious. 
The wild adventure began when 
Barklev burst into the cockpit of the 


Phoenix toWashington liigiu us it 
passed over New Mexico. Waving 
his razor and a .22 caliber pistol and 
carrying a gallon can of gasoline. 
Barkley ordered the pilot to skip a 
scheduled stop at S.t Louis and fly 
directly to Washington to pick up the 
ransom he demanded as balm for a 
feud with the governm ent over a 
$471 tax bill 
While 
the 
pilot 
headed 
for 
Washington. Trans World Airlines 
officials collected $100,750 from two 
small Virginia banks, stuffed the 
money in bags, and brought it to 
Dulles Airport. 
At the sam e time, TWA ordered 
Capt. Billy Williams to fly from 
New York City to m eet the incoming 
jetliner. Williams is the pilot who 
boarded a TWA jetliner hijacked to 
Rom e in October. 
Thinking

Williams landed at Dulles in a small 
chartered 
plane 
close 
to 
the 
hijacked jetliner which had touched 
down earlier and 
was refueling. 
Williams took monev TWA officials

Once inside, the hijacker “ met m e 
with an open razor in one hand and 
pistol in the other.” W illiams said in 
an interview. 
Barkley grabbed

mad and he ordered the pilot to put 
the plane in the air.”

If you have been getting 
the impression from these 
articles t h a t the negative 
double of one spade is the 
greatest invention since the 
wheel, take a look at today's 
hand. 
West's spade overcall was 
somewhat on the sleazy side. 
If North had passed, East and 
West might have found their 
way to a successful three no- 
trump, an unsuccessful four 
spades or a part score. We’ll 
never know because North 
did double. East might have 
redoubled to s h o w some 
spades 
and 
good 
general 
strength, but he decided to 
jump to three spades. 
This put it squarely up to 
South. He had a round open­ 
ing bid with four hearts in 
addition to his five-card suit. 
He wouldn’t have bid more 
than two hearts if he hadn’t 
been jammed, but he wasn’t 


going to be shut out. He bid 
four hearts. 
West p a s s e d and East 
made one of those “ money 
from 
home” 
doubles. 
It 
looked too good to be true. 
West 
opened

hearts. He knew his partner 
could stand a trump lead. 
South struggled manfully but 
the best he could do was to 
take six tricks for a nice 
1,100-point loss. 
The chief blame for the 
trageiy r e s t s on North’s 
s h o u ld e r s . 
He had four 
hearts but his hand was far 
too w e a k for a negative 
double. In addition his main 
strength was in the oppo­ 
nent’s suit, not his own. You 
should have at least seven 
high-card points for a nega­ 
tive double and with a mini­ 
mum s e v e n or eight you 
should have all or nearly all 
of those points in your suits, 
not the enemy’s. 
South gets some blame. He 
didn’t have to bid four hearts 
and East has to get some 
credit for his inspired three- 
spade bid that gave South 
the opportunity to take the 
disastrous plunge.

Gobind Khorana, who won 
the 1968 Nobel prize for 
work

—h a s

Scientists previously had 
learned how to take small 
bits of genetic material out 
of

making 
copies of natural genetic 
material in a test tube. 
Khorana was the first to 
show that genes can be 
syntheized from atoms or 
simple chemical 
building 
blocks with no natural gene 
required as a model in the 
reaction mixture. 


Khorana, 
who 
dislikes 
interviews with newsmen 
and 
was walking in the 
country 
when 
his 
Nobel 
Prize was announced two 
years ago, was hesitant to 
predict the impact of his 
latest accomplishment. But 
he said it might eventually

Khorana said the team 
used the gene for alanine 
transfer RNA from yeast as 
their model. Nobel Prize 
winner Robert Holley of the 
Salk 
Institute determined 
the

synthesized is exactly the 
same as the one they set out 
to 
make.

synthesis of a second gene,

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War Deterrence 


Have no doubts that people who provide the hardware 
for America’s role in what is lightly called the “Cold War” 
are planning ahead for at least the rest of this century. 
Of course, they must. You can rest assured that war- 
related industries in the Soviet Union and Red China have 
the same kind of planning. “ Mutual deterrence” is big 
business. 
And therein lies the trap we major powers have sprung 
for ourselves. You don’t just shut off a cold war 
Consider, for example, North American Rockwell Corpor­ 
ation, a major supplier of military aircraft for the United 
States. And listen to this comment from an article in its 
quarterly magazine, Skyline: 
“One of the more immediate national needs in coming 
years is a new generation of military aircraft, an aerial 
armada that will serve as a major U.S. defense force for 
“ !e± etter, part of this century. NR—which has built nearly 
60,000 military planes—is now channeling the main body 
of this vast design-engineering-manufacturing expertise to­ 
ward meeting the definitive requirements these advanced 
aircraft will demand.” 
North American Rockwell president Robert Anderson 
recently announced management organizational realign­ 
ments. According to him: “ We are concentrating our great­ 
est strength at the point of our greatest opportunity We 
feel we are best qualified to build new military aircraft 
We have the experience, the expertise, the tools and the 
facilities, and we have the manpower. We are ready.” 
In its development of some of America’s most effective 
tighter and bomber planes, of course, North American

Rockwell has also come up with manufacturing techniques 
and material developments that have benefited the nation 
in nonmilitary ways. Nor is NR responsible for the situa­ 
tions which have generated the demands for new war­ 
planes. 
But those who hope for peace in the mid 1970s must 
realize that many of the biggest industries in America, 
employing millions of men, depend in large part on the 
expected military needs of the next 25 years. 
It might be good for all of us to step back and really 
examine the situation. Deterrence has become so much 
a way of life that new. sophisticated weapons are talked 
about and written about in terms that make one wonder if 
mankind has really lost touch with his humanity. 


In 
uSaniu *sslje of. Skyline, an article discussed the 
new B-l bomber, described as "the ultimate manned air­ 
borne deterrent to war.” General Bruce K. Holloway com­ 
mander of the Strategic Air Command, claimed that the 
Soviet Union had spent three times more on strategic 
forces in the last three years than the United States. 
Deterrence is our primary mission,” wrote Gen Hollo­ 
way , “and peace is our profession. The roots of any cred­ 
ible deterrent reside in superior strategic military strength 
You cannot build such strength without work and progress* 
The B 1, we hope, will go into full development soon We 
need it and we want it.” 
With such sentiments shared by Soviet-and Red Chinese 
and other military men, it is only fair to assume the 
dilemma of today is underscored. 


VC bloodbath 


Wa s h in g t o n (n e a ) 
A South Vietnamese farmer tripped 
over a piece of wire sticking out of the 
sand, so the story goes, as he was walk­ 
ing in the dunes near the South China 
Sea east of the rl*y of Hue. Thus he 
opened another grisly 
chapter in the 
Red massacre of thousands of civilians 
during the fabled Tet offensive of winter, 
1968.

the bodies of 808 other Hue civilians 
slajg'il * ed by fin Viet Cong. 
Those discove-' * ccur» “i between 
March and July in 1969. Two months 
later, 
another find — of 428 bodies 
— was made in the remote Da Mai Creek 
area 10 miles south of Hue. And last No. 
vember, in another desolate sector east 
of Hue near the fishing village of Luong 
Vien, some 300 additional bodies were 
dug up in the Pho Thu salt flats. 
It is estimated the latter find may fii> 
ally come to 1,000, 
since some 1,946 
Hue civilians are still unaccounted for. 
The populace of Hue was not started 
to learn of these 1969 finds. Post-Tet 
estimates placed the number of missing 
near 5,800. Nearly 1,000 are presumed 
dead from 
accidents related to the biV 


ter battle in which U.S. and South Viet­ 
namese forces retook the city. Right 
after 
the fighting ceased, 1,200 mas- 
sacred 
civilians were found at 19 
sites in and near the city itself. 
The 
newest and most graphic ac­ 
count 
of the Red Hue massacres is 
provided in a work called “ The Viet 
Cong Strategy of Terror,” by Douglas 
Pike, U.S. information service officer 
presently stationed in Tokyo but a long­ 
time resident of Vietnam, a recognized 
authority on the VC and author of two 
penetrating books on the subject. 
What is the point of our dwelling on 
this grim 
business 
right now? Cer­ 
tainly not to deflect attention from un­ 
forgivable 
violence 
being committed 
these days on the U.S. home front, or 
from the alleged atrocity deaths com­ 
mitted by U.S. soldiers last year at My 
Lai. 
The real points are two: 
A good many Americans, 
some of 
them highly 
influential, 
are saying 
that if Hanoi's 
regulars and the VC 
were to triumph in South Vietnam. there 
would be no “ bloodbath” visited upon the 
South Vietnamese. 
These are merely declarative asser­ 
tions, 
inescapably 
lacking in support­ 
ing proofs. 
But we can read the past for signs, 
nnd Pike’s over-all judgments, already 
reported in dispatches from Saigon, are 
that the Red massacres in Hue were no 
random 
killings by panicky troops or 
guerrillas but were a largely systematic 
extermination of key civilian popula­ 
tion elements. 
The slaughter was highly selective, 
beginning with an actual blacklist of 


administrative 
leaders, then embrao- 
ing 
intellectuals (hated for their utter 
contempt of communism), abroad range 
of people called “ social 
negatives," 
Hanoi's 
jargon for people tied to the 
old order, and, finally, witnesses who 
could identify the many secret VC who 
surfaced at the time of Tet. 
The second point, 
made 
by Pike 
but striking me with particular force, 
is how little the world — and self-styled 
humanitarian liberals in the country— 
have 
made of the horror 
at Hue. As 
Pike writes: 
“ There was no agonized outcry. No 
demonstrations at North Vietnamese em­ 
bassies 
around the world. (The late) 
Lord Russell did not send his “ war 
crimes tribunal” to Hue to take evidence 
and indict.” 
Unquestionably, 
the gruesome finds 
at Hue rank with the worst Nazi atro­ 
cities of World War II . The people of 
Hue 
were numbed into deep sadness 
and near-silence for months. Only the 
families of the missing looked for graves. 
Unlike the famed assassinations by 
VC to intimidate villagers, these mur­ 
derers 
meant to hide their killings. 
Helicopters had to destroy 
a canopy 
of tall trees to get access to the Da 
Mai Creek burial sites. 
But now the “ humanitarians” know. 
Yet where are their voices? Istheirquo- 
tient 
of outrage exhausted in assault 
upon America’s role in Vietnam? They 
say they core about the innocent Viet 
namese. Really?

I alk to men at the White nouse and 
it becomes painfully clear President 
Nixon is going th »'ugh a siege of self­

He was so certain of himself, in 
fact, that he made little attempt to pre­ 
pare public opinion and only a limited 
try at winning domestic allies in ad­ 
vance. 
Experience seemed to indicate the two 
months Nixon had in mind for his Cam­ 
bodian experiment was too short a time 
to organize serious resistance. The 
death of four students at Kent changed 
that. 
Now men in the White House with whom 
this reporter has been in touch have 
begun to see what they interpret as a 
resurgence of Nixon’s original nervous­ 
ness over taking a strong stand.

Critics, it was felt being ignorant in 
the logic of guerrilla war, would un­ 
derestimate and ridicule the risking of 
so many lives to destroy food, arms 
and equipment. 


But destroying a quarter of the scat­ 
tered supply caches in the five major 
Communist base areas in Cambodia 
requires a great many troops right up 
to the June 30 deadline. 
few people realize the large numbers 
of men and time required to find the 


Communist storage and support depots 
and bunker systems so well are they 
camouflaged, so thick is the jungle and 
so large the area involved. 
Disposal of what is found is equally 
difficult. 
Thousands of tons of rice 
cannot easily be carted away. It can­ 
not be quickly destroyed. 
The same 
holds true for tons of arms, ammuni­ 
tion and equipment. 
The problem is one of numbers of men 
and time. 
Because of the rains there is not 
much time. 
With the growth of public clamor, 
Nixon is already withdrawing troops 
badly needed to aid the units search­ 
ing and destroying these hidden stores. 
The qulcker-than-planned withdrawal 
of these forces will mean fewer arms, 
less equipment and rice will be found 
and destroyed. 
The Communists thus will have the 
means to kill more Americans and South 
Vietnamese in the months ahead. 
There is also another matter at issue. 
The Cambodian raids and the four air 
attacks on the north were meant to 
assure Hanoi public pressure at home 
would not dissuade Nixon from doing 
what he believed he must do to bring 
the war to an end in a way that would 
preserve the right of the South Viet­ 
namese to determine their own fate. 
It was intended to convince the men 
in Hanoi they could not win this war 
as they did the war against France 
through a surrender on the home front. 
If the public clamor is so great 
that Nixon seems to back down, how 
then is Hanoi to interpret this. 
Nixon's temporary boldness will have 
come to naught.
